W HEREAS the summary Jurisdiction by Civil Bill exer- Preamble, 
cised by Assistant Barristers for Counties in Ireland 
has been found highly beneficial : And whereas by the 
Act for the Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland a 
5 summary Jurisdiction by Civil Bill has -been given to Courts of 
Record of certain Municipal Boroughs in Ireland: And whereas it 
is expedient that the summary Jurisdiction by Civil Bill of such 
Courts of Record should be enlarged, and assimilated in the Amount 
and Nature of the Causes of Action triable by Civil Bill, and as to 
10 the Eortns, Powers, Regulations, Costs, Restrictions, Course of

regulating the CM Bill Jurisdiction of Assistant Barristers for 
Counties shall, as nearly as the Circumstances of the Case and the 
Constitution of the Court will admit, be applicable to the summary 
Jurisdiction by CM Bill of such Courts of Record for Boroughs in 
Ireland, ■within the Limits of their Jurisdiction, for Civil Purposes ; 5 
and that if any Doubt shall arise in the Application of the said Acts 
as to what Officers of Boroughs shall correspond to those named for 
the Exercise of such Jurisdiction in Counties, or as to their Rights, 
or the Duties respectively to be performed by them, or as to the 
adapting the Civil Bill Forms to the Proceedings in Borough Courts, 10

“ Ireland to give Relief against adverse Claims made upon Persons 20 
“ having no Interest in the Subject Matter of such Claims,” Sheriffs 
and other Officers are protected in the Execution of Process against 
Goods from the Claims of Persons not being the Parties against 
whom such Process had issued, and it is reasonable that the Offi- 
cers of the Courts of Record in Boroughs in Ireland should have 25 
like Relief: Be it therefore enacted, That it shall be lawful for 
the Officers executing the Process of such Courts against Goods and 
Chattels to make Application to any of the Superior Courts of 
Common Law, or to the Court from which such Process issued, in 
like Maimer as is in the said Act provided for the Protection of 30 
Sheriffs and other Officers in the Execution of Process, and it shall 
be lawful for such Court thereupon to proceed in like Manner and 
with like Powers and according to the Coarse in the said Act pre- 
scribed and directed for the Protection and Relief of Sheriffs and 

other Officers. OK

III. And be it enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed 
by any Act to be passed in this Session of Parliament. 
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
